Two  hundred  and  forty-four  expectant  mothers  from 
your  district  under  the  above-mentioned  arrangement,  were 
sent  into  the  Maternity  Home,  at  a cost  of  £1,036  9s.  OcL,  of 
which  £514  7s.  Od.  was  recoverable  from  patients. 

Maternal  Deaths. 

Five  women  lost  their  lives  during,  or  as  a result  of 
childbirth.

From  the  appropriate  table,  it  will  be  seen  that  at  the 
11  ante-natal  centres  567  mothers  attended,  making  2,665 
attendances. 


Immediately  a maternal  death  is  registered,  an  investi- 
gation into  the  cause  of  death  takes  place.  The  home  con- 
ditions are  enquired  into,  especially  in  regard  to  the  following: 

(a)  Number  in  family. 

(b)  Financial  position. 

(c)  Housing  conditions. 
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(d)  Occupation  of  both  parents.  f T 

(e)  Diseases  or  illness  from  which  mother  has 
suffered. 

(f)  The  difficulty  or  otherwise  of  previous  confine- 
ments, and  help  required  at  all  such  confinements 

The  midwife  in  attendance  upon  the  case  is  interviewed 
and  the  following  particulars  obtained: — 

(1)  Number  of  visits  made  by  midwife  previous  to 
labour  commencing. 

(2)  Number  of  times  urine  was  examined,  and  the 
results  thereof. 

(3)  The  results  of  any  ante-natal  examinations. 

The  medical  practitioner  in  attendance  upon  the  case 
is  visited,  and  any  particulars  given  by  him  in  regard  to  the 
case  are  noted. 

A form  giving  in  detail  an  account  of  each  case  is  sent 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

After  a notification  of  the  above  disease,  a visit  is  paid 
to  the  home  and  to  the  medical  attendant.  In  every  case  the 
following  facilities  are  offered : — 

(a)  The  services  of  a Specialist,  whose  fee  is  paid  by 
the  Local  Authority,  except  in  those  cases  where 
the  financial  position  is  such  that  this  payment  is 
not  required. 

(b)  Isolation  and  treatment  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
Cefn  Hirgoed. 

Post-Natal  Attendances. 

In  addition  to  those  shown  in  Table  17,  many  mothers 
were  given  post-natal  advice  at  the  various  Child  Welfare 
Clinics. 

Dental  Treatment. 

During  the  year,  by  arrangement  with  the  Glamorgan 
Education  Committee.  28  cases  received  Dental  Treatment; 
of  these  cases  20  were  chi’dren  under  five  years  of  age,  and  8 
were  expectant  or  nursing  mothers. 

The  cost  of  the  treatment  was  as  follows : — 

(a)  For  dental  treatment:  (1)  Mothers,  3s.  6d.  per 
case.  (2)  Children,  3d.  per  case. 

(b)  For  dentures  : £2  17s.  Od.  for  a complete  denture, 
and  for  partial  dentures  a lesser  cost,  determined 
by  the  size  of  the  denture. 
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t For  the  year,  the  total  cost  was  made  up  as  follows 

Children  under  five  years  of  age,  5/-;  expectant  or  nursing- 
mothers  £1  4s.  6cl ; total  £4  6s.  6d.  of  which  £1  8s.  3d.  was  paid 
by  parents.  On  this  amount  there  was  £2  17s.  Od.  for  a full 
denture  in  one  case. 

(ii)  Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children. 

There  is  none  provided. 

(iii)  Health  Visitors. 

Three  full-time  Health  Visitors  are  employed,  and  by 
arrangement  with  the  Bridgend  Urban  District  Council,  two- 
thirds  of  the  time  of  a fourth  Health  Visitor  is  also  available. 

As  soon  as  possible  after  each  child  (whose  birth  has 
been  notified)  has  reached  the  age  of  fourteen  days,  the  home 
is  visited  by  one  of  the  Health  Visitors.  Thereafter,  a visit 
is  paid  every  four  weeks  until  the  child  has  reached  the  age 
of  three  months.  From  three  months  onwards  to  five  years 
of  age,  the  child  is  visited  once  every  three  months. 

The  above  applies,  of  course,  only  in  cases  where,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Health  Visitor,  the  child  is  making  satisfactory 
progress. 

In  those  cases  where  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  appro- 
priate Infant  Welfare  Centre  or  Health  Visitor  thinks  that 
more  frequent  visits  are  necessary,  this  is  done.  If  requested 
by  the  Medical  Practitioners,  more  visits  are  paid  in  special 
cases. 


(iv)  Child  Life  Protection  (under  Part  I.  of  the  Children  Act. 
1908,  as  amended  bv  the  Children  and  Young  Persons 
Act,  1932). 

The  Local  Authority  advertised  that  in  their  area  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  to  be  the  person  to  whom 
notices  under  Part  I.  of  the  Act  must  be  sent.  The  Health 
Visitors  employed  by  your  Council  were  appointed  Infant 
Protection  Visitors  under  Part  I.  of  the  Children  Act. 

The  Health  Visitors  make  visits  to  all  known  cases  a^ 
regular  intervals  until  the  children  have  reached  the  age  of 
nine  years. 

A register  of  all  children  coming  within  the  scope  of 
the  Act  is  kept. 


No  prosecutions  were  found  necessary  during  1943. 

At  the  commencement  of  1943,  there  were  three  children

Orthopaedic  treatment  which  cannot  be  carried  out  at  your 
own  Clinics  to  be  undertaken  at  the  Prince  of  Wales 
Hospital,  Cardiff. 

Seventeen  new  cases  were  sent  for  treatment  in  1943 
and  15  were  out-patients,  at  a cost  of  £10  10s.  3d.  Eight 
patients  continued  treatment  commenced  in  1942  during  1943, 
one  as  in-patient  and  seven  as  out-patients.  The  total  cost 
was  £242  4s.  8d.  (In-patients  £214  18s.  3d.;  out-patients, 
£27  6s.  5d.) 

The  terms  upon  which  treatment  will  be  undertaken  by 
this  Hospital  are  as  follows: — Registration  fee,  5s.;  plasters, 
if  necessary,  2s.  to  15s.  each;  X-ray,  10s.  6d.  Indoor  patients, 
£3  3s.  Od.  per  week.  Instruments,  25s.  each.  The  charge 
varies  according  to  each  case. 

SECTION  C. 

1. — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

(1)  Water. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  was  established  in 
1920,  and  took  over  the  various  water  undertakings  and 
started  to  function  on  January  1st,  1921.  The  mains  of  the 
Board  are  now  laid  within  every  Parish  of  the  Penybont 
Rural  District  Council,  with  the  exception  of  Sker. 

During  the  year  1941,  ten  Chlorination  Plants  were  in- 
stalled in  concrete  houses  at  the  Upland  .sources  of  the 
Board’s  supply- — all  of  which  have  been  functioning  satis- 
factorily during  1943. 

No  new  sources  of  water  supply  have  been  brought 
into  use,  nor  extension  of  mains  carried  out  in  the  Penybont 
District  during  the  past  year. 

The  Board  have  been  able  to  maintain  a pure,  satis- 
factory and  continuous  supply  of  water  in  all  districts,  with 
the  exception  of  a few  isolated  properties  at  high  levels, 
where  there  has  been  occasional  interruptions  of  supply. 

The  Chlorination  Plants  now  operating  in  connection 
with  all  the  main  sources  of  supply  continue  to  work 
efficiently,  and  each  of  the  forty-eight  samples  submitted 
from  the  various  sources  to  the  County  Laboratory  for 
analyses  have  produced  satisfactory  reports.  In  addition, 
tests  taken  daily  at  Schwvll,  and  nearly  as  frequently  in  the 
Upland  sources,  indicate  that  adequate  treatment  of  Chlorine 
is  given. 

Quality  of  Water. 

The  analysis  of  the  water  from  upland  sources  is 
generally  fairly  satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of  samples 
taken  after  heavy  storm  periods.  The  following  is  a typical 
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# analysis  of  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board’s  Supply  from 
the  Dymibath  Supply.

Albuminoid  Ammonia),  .0018.  iSaline  i(or  Free  Ammonia), 
.0020.  Poisonous  metals,  Nil.  Sediment,  traces  only. 
Animate  forms,  rare.  Volume  of  sediment,  .05. 

The  chemical  and  microscopical  characters  show  no 
evidence  of  any  organic  contamination. 

Twenty-six  samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  and 
chemical  examinations  were  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst 
during  the  year  by  the  Penybont ' Council.  Forty-eight 
samples  were  submitted  by  the  Water  Board. 

• There  is  an  ample  supply  of  water  for  the  district. 

There  has  been  close  co-operation  between  the  Mid- 
Glamorgan  Water  Board  and  the  Penybont  District  Council, 
and  I have  had  the  greatest  help  from  the  Manager  of  the 
Water  Board  in  regard  to  all  matters  connected  with  the 
Board’s  Supply.

In  certain  parts  of  your  district,  there  are  sewerage 
schemes  which  are  satisfactory.  In  other  parts,  owing  to  the 
absence  of  sewers,  pail  closets  or  privy  middens  are  used. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  Penybont  Main  Sewer  is 
still  in  progress. 


(2)  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  chief  rivers  in  the  district  are  the  Llynfi  and  Ogmore. 

The  Llynfi  rises  in  the  Maesteg  Valley  and  flows  through 
the  upper  part  of  your  district,  receiving  tributaries  from 
the  Gadlys  valley,  from  Cwm-Nant-Gwyn  and  the  Kenfig 
brook  at  the  junction  of  the  Ogmore  and  Llynfi  rivers  below 
Brynmenyn.  This  stream  receives  the  coal  washings  of  the 
pits  in  the  Maesteg  Valley,  and  also  the  sewage  effluent  from 
the  Maesteg  U.D.  Council  works,  and  the  effluent  from  your 
Council  works  at  Troedyrhiwgarth.  At  Kenfig  Hill,  there 
is  a brook  at  Nant-craig-yr-Aber,  which  is  really  the  overflow 
of  the  Porthcawl  Water  Works.  The  Cwm  Kenfig  brook 
divides  Kenfig  Hill  and  Pyle  parishes  from  the  Port  Talbot 
Borough. 


The  Ewenny  River  rises  at  the  east-most  point  of  your 
district,  and  joins  the  Ogmore  River  at  Merthyrmawr.  The 
Ewenny  has  a tributary  which  joins  it  near  Castle-upon-Alum. 
The  Ewenny,  during  its  course,  receives  crude  sewage  from 
a few  houses,  e.g.,  at  Pencoed.  The  Ogmore  River  is  a con- 
tinuation of  the  two  main  streams  in  the  Ogmore  and  Garw 
Urfoan  District.  It  passes  through  Tondu  and  Aberkenfig, 
and,  after  flowing  some  distance,  it  passes  through  the  town 
of  Bridgend,  and  again  into  your  district,  ultimately  discharg- 
ing into  the  Bristol  Channel.  This  stream  receives  the  coal 
washings  of  several  collieries,  and  the  sewage  effluent  of  the 
Ogmore  and  Garw  Urban  District  Council,  and  that  portion 
of  Gilfach  Goch  termed  Evanstown.

These  figures  do  not  include  the  two  Mental  Hospitals 
or  the  Smallpox  Hospital,  which  arc  situated  within  the 
district.  The  Isolation  Hospital  is  now  connected  to  the 
Public  Sewer. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  has  organised  the  collection  of  House  and 
Trade  Refuse  throughout  the  district  twice  weekly,  and  also 
the  collection  of  Salvage  at  least  once  weekly  by  means  of 
their  own  vehicles. 

The  cleansing  of  all  Cesspools  throughout  the  district 
has  also  been  undertaken  by  the  Council. 

Scabies  Clinic. 

In  November,  1942,  a clinic  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies 
was  opened  at  the  Penybont  School,  Bridgend.  This  clinic 
was  open  three  afternoons  each  week.  The  number  of 
children  treated  was  177,  and  the  number  of  attendances  was 
867. 
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£ (iii)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.

(iv)  Shops. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  take  any 
action  under  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  1 elating 
to  ventilation,  and  the  temperature  of  shops. 

(v)  Camping  Sites. 

(1)  The  number  of  sites  in  the  area  which  were  used 
for  camping  purposes  during  1943  was  6. 

(2)  The  number  of  camping  sites  in  respect  of  which 
ilcences  have  been  issued  by  the  iTocal  Authority, 
under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
is  Nil. 

(3)  The  estimated  maximum  number  of  campers  re- 
sident in  the  area  at  one  time  during  the  summer 
season,  1943  was  500. 

(vi)  Smoke  Abatement. 

There  was  no  action  taken  during  the  year  with  a view 
to  the  abatement  of  nuisance  from  smoke  in  the  area. 

(vii)  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  Swimming  Baths  or  Pools  in  your  district 
but  the  provision  of  such  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  the 
inhabitants. 


(viii)  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.

(2)  The  methods  employed  for  freeing  infested  houses  are

(a)  In  Council  houses,  skirting  boards,  picture  rails 
and  architraves  are  removed;  a blow  lamp  is 
used  to  destroy  vermin  and  their  eggs.  The 
rooms  are  then  sprayed  with  Solution  B. 

(lb)  In  other  than  Council  houses  the  same  treat- 
ment is  carried  out  where  necessary,  or  disin- 
fectants are  supplied. 
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The  above  methods  of  eradication  seem  to  have  been  ^ 
quite  satisfactory. 

(3)  The  houses  of  all  applicants  for  Council  houses  are  in- 
spected by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

(4)  The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Local 
Authority. 

(5)  Householders  are  advised  to  maintain  a good  standard 
of  cleanliness,  and  all  premises  are  frequently  visited.

SECTION  E. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a)  Miik  Supply.  During  the  year,  92  samples  of  milk 
were  taken,  61  of  these  being  from  graded  supplies,  and  of 
these  13  were  unsatisfactory.  , Steps  were  taken  to  deal  with 
all  unsatisfactory  cases,  and  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  were 
inspected  and  advice  given.  Further  samples  were  always 
taken  following  upon  unsatisfactory  reports.  The  use  of 
pasteurised  milk  seems  to  be  growing  in  the  district. 

Of  the  31  ungraded  samples,  10  were  unsatisfactory. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods.  Regular  inspection  of  all 
slaughter-houses,  shops,  stalls  and  vehicles  is  carried  out. 

(c)  Adulteration,  etc.  For  the  following  report  I am  in- 
uebted  to  Superintendent  W.  C.  May: —

Upon  analysis,  three  of  the  milk  samples  were  found 
to  be  faulty,  one  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  milk  fat,  and 
three  had  added  water. 

Proceedings  were  instituted,  and  fines  were  imposed 
in  all  cases. 

(d)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. 

All  this  work  is  done  at  the  Cardiff  and  County  Laboratory 
samples  of  graded  and  ordinary  milks  being  examined 
monthly. 
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(e)  Nutrition.  Advice  is  given  at  the  various  Infant 
Welfare  and  Ante-Natal  Centres  in  regard  to  the  nutritive 
value  of  foodstuffs.  Small  leaflets  and  books  are  kept  at 
these  Centres  and  distributed  to  the  mothers  who  attend. 


SECTION  F. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious  and 
Other  Diseases. 


The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during 
1943  was  an  increase  over  that  of  1942.  This  was  due  to  a 
large  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles. 

The  actual  number  of  each  disease  can  be  seen  from  the 
appropriate  table. 

Scarlet  Fever  shows  a slight  decrease.  The  disease  was 
of  a mild  type.  Of  the  43  cases  notified,  36  were  removed  to 
Hospital  because  of  no  suitable  accommodation  in  the  home, 
and  in  a few  instances  because  the  mother  was  pregnant. 
Very  few  complications  developed  amongst  these  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever.  The  average  length  of  stay  in  hospital  was 
under  four  weeks. 

Diphtheria  showed  an  increase  over  1942.  Two  deaths 
occurred  from  this  disease.  All  the  cases  were  treated  in 
hospital.  Diphtheria  immunisation  is  carried  out  at  the 
Penyibont  Council  Offices,  Bridgend,  and  at  Kenfig  Hill  Infant 
Welfare  Clinic,  and  clinics  were  held  three  times  weekly. 
During  1943,  1 ,180  children  were  immunised,  of  which  744 
were  school  children,  and  436  pre-school  children.  67 
children  started  the  treatment  and  did  not  have  the  second  or 
third  injections.  Either  Alum  Precipitated  Toxin  (B.  W.  cSc 
Co.  A.P.T.)  or,  in  children  over  12  years,  Toxoid  Anti  Toxin 
Floccules  (B.  W.  & Co.  T.A.F.)  was  used.  There  were  283 
children  re-immunised. 


. The  Probationer  Nurses  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  are 
also  immunised  against  diphtheria. 

No  Measles  serum  for  propylaxis  was  used  in  the  district. 

All  cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  under  five 
years  of  age  are  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors.'  Two  cases 
of  Measles  were  admitted  into  Hospital. 

All  the  cases  of  malaria  notified  were  induced  cases. 

Where  any  cases  of  scarlet  fever  are  treated  at  home  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  visit  as  frequently  as  they  think  necessary 

There  is  no  provision  made  at  present  for  the  tvpino-  0f 
pneumococci.  All  cases  of  pneumonia  are  not  notified. 

Head  teachers  are  advised  of  all  cases  notified  among-st 
school  children  and  those  living  in  the  same  house.

During  the  year,  the  floors  to  six  cowsheds  were  taken 
up  and  re-laid  in  concrete  with  a cement  finish,  new  feeding 
troughs  in  cement  provided,  and  properly  constructed 
channels  provided  to  these  sheds.  In  two  of  these  cow- 
sheds, the  stalls  were  renewed. 

In  two  cases  a supply  of  water  from  mains  was  provided. 

Further  improvements  carried  out  during  the  year  in- 
clude the  provision  of  cooling  sheds  in  eight  cases,  lighting 
and  ventilation  in  two  cases,  approaches  to  cowsheds  made 
clean  in  three  cases,  automatic  drinking  bowls  installed  in 
four  cowsheds,  electric  light  installed  in  four  cowsheds  and 
mechanical  milkers  fixed  in  two  cowsheds. 


During  the  past  year  or  two  the  general  conditions  of 
premises  have  not  been  satisfactory,  and  certainly  not  up  to 
pre-war  standard. 


The  milk  producer  is  not  altogether  to  be  blamed  for  the 
existing  conditions,  as  in  the  majority  of  cases  he  has  been 
called  upon  to  carry  out  much  extra  work  on  his  farm  with 
a depleted  staff,  with  the  result  that  something  which  should 
be  done  is  left  undone.

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919.  % 

Every  possible  attention  was  again  given  during  the 
year  with  regard  to  the  extermination  of  rats  in  the  area. 

The  operations  carried  out  at  refuse  tips  and  sewage  dis- 
posal works  by  gassing,  with  the  Clayton  Gassing  Machine, 
were  most  successful,  as  no  rats  are  seen  for  some  consider- 
able time  at  these  places  after  gassing. 

A number  of  rats  were  shot  during  the  year  on 
occasional  visits  made  to  refuse  tips  in  the  area. 

Much  useful  work  in  the  destruction  of  rodents  resulted 
from  poisoned  baits  where  there  were  infestations  of  these, 
chiefly  at  the  refuse  tips  and  farm  buildings.  Leaflets  dealing 
with  the  rat  menace  and  methods  for  destruction  of  these 
pests  have  been  distributed  in  the  district. 

Assistance  has  also  been  given  to  various  Government 
Depots  and  Camps  in  the  area  to  rid  premises  oi  rats,  with 
good  results. 


INFESTATION  ORDER,  1943. 

The  Infestation  Order,  1943  made  by  the  Minister  of 
Food  under  the  Defence  (General)  Regulations,  1939,  re- 
quired local  authorities  to  make  surveys  of  premises  infested 
by  rats  in  their  districts,  and  to  place  such  premises  into  one 
of  three  categories  according  to  the  estimated  number  of  rats 
on  those  premises. 

Special  courses  for  Sanitary  Inspectors  were  held  under 
the  direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  throughout  the  country 
on  the  different  type  of  rats,  their  habits,  and  methods  to  be 
adopted  for  their  extermination. 

Local  authorities  are  required  to  carry  out  systematic  . 
extermination  of  rats  in  sewers  and  such  places  as  sewage 
outfall  works,  refuse  tips,  etc.,  and  to  see  that  all  rat-infested 
premise's  within  their  districts  are  properly  dealt  with. 

The  County  War  Agricultural  Executive  Committees  are 
responsible  for  the  extermination  of  rats  on  agricultural 
land  and  farm  buildings. 

This  nation-wide  scheme  of  the  Minister  of  Food  should 
go  far  towards  solving  the  rat  problem  in  the  country,  and 
be  the  means  of  saving  millions  of  pounds  worth  of  valuable 
foodstuffs.

As  in  previous  years  the  importance  of  the  extermination 
of  rats  has  not  been  overlooked. 

Whenever  the  presence  of  rats  were  reported,  counter- 
measures were  promptly  taken  in  the  form  of  baits,  which 
proved  to  be  very  successful. 

A course  for  Sanitary  Inspectors,  arranged  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  dealing  with  the  various  types  of  rats, 
their  habits  and  methods  of  extermination,  was  attended  at 
Cardiff. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a survey  was  carried 
out  as  required  by  the  Infestation  Order,  1943,  with  a view 
to  as  large  an  elimination  of  the  rat  population  as  possible.
